ARTICLE IL—GENERAL PROVISIONS.

State of Nebraska, That all cities now governed as cities of 20, 1870. 
the first class, and all cities of more than fifteen thousand

addition shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges, 
and be subject to all the laws, ordinances, rules, and 
regulations of the city to which such land is an addition: 
Provided, The mayor and council shall have control of 
all such additions, and shall have power, by ordinance, to 
compel the owners of any such additions to lay out streets, 
avenues, and alleys, so as to have:the same correspond in 
width and direction, and be continuations of the streets, 
avenues, and alleys in the city or additions belonging 
thereto; and no addition shall have any validity, rights, 
or privileges as an addition, unless the terms and condi- 
tions of such ordinance are complied with, and the plat 
thereof shall have been submitted to and approved by 
the mayor and council, and such approval endorsed 
thereon. 

No right of Pror accrued to any city, cor- 
poration, or person, under any law heretofore in force, 
shall be affected by this act. ; 

Each city governed by the provisions of this 
act shall be a body-corporate and politic, and shall have

EC. 7. The powers hereby granted shall be exercised 
ee mayor and council of such city as hereinafter set 
orth. 

Sec. 8. Each city governed by this act shall be 
divided into six wards, respectively named, the first, second, 
third, fourth, fifth and sixth wards. . 

Sec. 9. The corporate name of each city organized service on eity— 
under or governed by this act shall be “The City of bow made. 
, and all and every process whatever affecting any 
such. city shall be served upon the mayor, or in his ab- 
sence, upon the president of the council, or in the absence 
of both trom the city, then upon the city clerk. 

Sec. 10. The council of each city governed by this 
act shall consist of twelve citizens of said city, being two 
from each ward, who shall be qualified electors of their re- 
spective wards under the constitution and laws of this 


tate. 

Sec. 11. On the first Tuesday of April after the taking 
effect of this act, and on the same day in each year there- 
after, an election shall be held by the authorities of each 
city governed by this act for mayor, treasurer, clerk, 
marshal, police judge, city engineer and street commis- 
sioner, each of whom shall be elected for the term of one 
year, commencing on the first Monday succeeding the day 
of their election, and shall hold their respective offices un- 
til their successors are elected and qualitied. 

Src. 12. In all cities now governed as cities of the pion of off. 
first class, the mayor, treasurer, clerk, marshal, police cers. 
judge, city engineer and street commissioner now in office, 
and the trustee in each ward whose term of office is first 
to expire, shall continue in office until the first Monday 
succeeding the first Tuesday in April, A. D. 1871, and a 
the. remaining trustee in each ward shall continue in office 
for one year thereafter, and all of said trustees shall be 
` hereafter known and designated as councilmen. All of 
the officers in this section mentioned shall continue in of- 
fice as above provided and until their successors are duly 
elected and qualified, and no longer; and all city ordinances 
now in force and not repugnant to the provisions of this 
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act shall remain and continue in force until altered or re- 
pealed by the mayor and council. 

Szo. 13. In cities now governed as cities of the first 

Hlection of coun- class the qualified voters within each ward shall, on the 
first Tuesday in April, A. D. 1871, and on the same day 
in each year thereafter, by a plurality of votes, elect one 
councilman to serve for two years, commencing on the 
Monday succeeding the day of election. In each city 
hereafter to be organized as a city of the first class, the 

ualified voters within each ward shall, on the first Tues- 

ay in April after the city shall have become subject to 
the provisions of this act, by a plurality of votes, elect two 
councilmen; and on the organization of the city council, 
thus elected, they shall proceed to determine by lot the 
term of service of each councilman so elected, so that one 
of the councilmen from each ward shall serve for two 
years, and the other for the term of one year, commencing 
on Monday succeeding the day of such election, and at 
every succeeding annual city election, one councilman 
shall be elected in the manner aforesaid, whose term of 
Service shall be two years, so that the terms of the two 
councilmen of each ward shall expire in different years. 
The councilmen elected for each city shall, on the next 
Monday after their election, assemble together and orga- 
nize the city council. 

Sec. 14. At all elections authorized by this act the 
polls shall be kept open between the hours of nine o’clock 
A. M. and seven o’clock P. m. and no longer. 

Sec. 15. Each ward shall constitute an election district, 

Flee-on districts and polls shall be opened at such place therein as may be 
designated by the mayor, or fixed by ordinance; Pr > 
That when any ward shall contain over eight hundred legal 
voters, the mayor and council, by ordinance, may divide 
said ward into two election districts.

ARTICLE Il-—-POWERS OF THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL. 


Sec. 16. The mayor and council of each city created 
or controlled by this act shall have the care, management 
and control of the city and its Property and’ finances, and 
shall have power to enact and ordain any and all ordi- 
nances not repugnant to the constitution and laws of this 
State, and such ordinances to alter, modify or repeal. And 
shall have power—

any indebtedness in addition to the amount for which they 

are authorized to issue warrants, or orders, or bonds.

to and ratified by a majority of the legal voters of said 
city.

18. To provide, by ordinance, for the election of city 
officers and prescribe the manner of conducting the same, 
and the returns thereof, and for deciding contested elec- 
tions in any manner not in conflict with existing laws. 

14. To provide for removing officers of the city 
for misconduct, and-to create any office, or employ any 
agent they may deem necessary for the good government 
and interests of the city. f 

15 To regulate the police of the city, and impose 
fines, forfeitures, and penalties for the breach of any ordi- 
nance, and provide for the recovery and collection thereof, 
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and in default of payment to provide for confinement in 
the city prison, or for hard labor in the city. 

16. To regulate and prescribe the duties and pow- 
ers and compensation of all officers and servants of 
the city not herein provided for. 

17. To require of all officers and servants elected 
or Ea in pursuance of this act, bond and security 
for the faithful performance of their duties; and no officer 
shall become security upon the official bond of another. 

18. To issue bonds of the city in such amounts and May ~ssue bonas 
for such length of time, not to exceed twenty years, and tow” % °° 
at such rate of interest as they may deem proper, not to 
exceed ten per cent per annum; said bonds to express 
upon their face the purpose for which they are issued, and 
under what ordinance; and may have interest-coupons 
attached: provided, no such bonds shall be issued for any 
purpose, unless at a regular or special election, after 
twenty day’s public-notice, tating distinctly the purpose 
and object for which said bonds are to be issued, and the 
amount thereof. The electors of such city, by two-thirds 
of the legal votes at said election, shall determine in favor 
of issuing said bonds, which said bonds shall in no case 
be diverted from the object for which they are issued, and 
shall not be disposed of by the city at less than par.

Wuereas, Nebraska has never received an acre of public land in 
aid uf local improvements, beyond the half million acres given to the 
State upon her admission into the Union. While not less than one 
million acres of the public domain within our limits have been given 
to foreign corporations, together with an equal amount of our best 
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lands, under the provisions of the act to provide for the construction 
and endowment of agricultural colleges; and, 

Waereas, A bill (Senate Bill 168) granting lands to aid in the 
construction of a railroad from Lincoln, in the State of Nebraska, 
and Brownville, in the State of Nebraska, to Denver, Colorado Ter- 
ritory, has been introducod into your honorable body; and, 

Wauereas, Said roads are important links in the railroad system 
of Nebraska, passing as they do through the rich agricultural coun- 
ties of Nemaha, Johnson, Gage, and Jefferson, and through the cap- 
ital of the State, traversing through the now but sparsely-settled 
counties bordering on the Republican, embracing as they do some of 
the finest grazing and agricultural lands of the State; and, 

Wuereas, The encouragement of railroads by aid from the gen-

actual settlers only, and in quantities not more than one hundred and 
sixty acres, at an average price of not more than two dollars and 
fifty cents per acre, and within one year after the reception of said 
land to fix a price on each one hundred and sixty acre tract so 
donated; ” na 

Wauerezas, The area of land so proposed to be traversed by said 
railroad ee is the most advanced of our State domain, and 
most exposed to Indian depredations, and although the land so pro- 
posed to be traversed is amongst the richest of our territory, yet from 
its now isolated situation it is of comparatively little value, and thus 
entails considerable expense upon the General Government for the 
protection of its exposed frontier from Indian depredations, while the 
completion of said roads would settle so far as Nebraska is concerned 
the protection of her now defenseless border} therefore,

immediate relief should be devised to aid pre-emptors of the public 
domain to an extension of time for the payment of their lands. 

By a recent decision of the Secretary of the Interior, a large num- 
ber of the settlers in the State of Nebraska will be compelled to 
make payment on the 1st day of July next. This decision will 
work a great Tone and injustice, from the fact that while a large 
number must pay for their lands on the date above set forth, others, 
who by a month’s delay in making their pre-emption, gain twenty 
months longer to perfect their claims. 

‘Your memoralists further represent that if a uniform fime to per- 
fect such pre-emption be enacted, instead of a given date for a large 
number, (viz.: the first day of July next,) to make the payments for 
their lands; and still further that the pre-emption laws be so amended 
as to grant to pre-emptors three years from date of filing to make 
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payments therefor; said amendment not to extend to persons whose 
filings shall have been made three years prior to the first day of 
July, 1871. 

Therefore, your memoralists ask that Congress will move speedily 
in this matter, and grant the relief shown necessary by the above 
facts, inasmuch as a large number of worthy and industrious citi- 
zens will be dispossessed of their homes and pre-emptions unless an 
extension of time be granted them.

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MEMORIAL AND JOINT RESOLUTION. 


For the Relief of Capt. James Murie, 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States: 


Wuereas, In the month of August, 1867, Captain James Murie, 
commanding Co. A, Pawnee Scouts, consisting of 48 men, 
engaged, and routed one hundred. and fifty men, belonging to the 
Cheyenne Indians, under Turkey Foot, their chief. Captain James 
Murie and his men, killed fifteen, and captured two indians, one 
being the son of Turkey Foot. These two prisoners were saved 
from instant death by the bravery and courage of the said Capt. 
James Murie, he desiring to hold them as hostages for the exchange 
of some white prisoners, held by the Cheyennes. 

A council of the Indians was subsequently held at North Platte, 
at which council Lieutenant General W. T. Sherman was present. 

Wueereas, It appears that said council was successful in exchang- 
ing the two Indians, (captured by Capt. James Murie), for six white 
women that had been captured from the settlements on the Platte 
river, and were restored to their respective families. The excessive 
scouting and exposure incurred through this campaign, very 
seriously impaired the health of said James Murie, Capt of 
Pawnee Scouts, .Co. A. Said Capt. Murie was again called out 
on the first day of April, 1869, and on the first day of July, 
of the same year received what was supposed to be sunstroke, 
but which proved to be insanity, superinduced by the exposure of 
the eis Indian campaigns through which said Capt. Murie had 
passed. 
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Wauersas, Said Captain Murie has been, and now is an inmate of 
the Insane Asylum, having a wife and three small children totally 
unprovided for; and as no provision is made under any of the Mili- 
tary Regulations, whereby a pension or half pay can be claimed for 
service in the Indian campaigns on the western frontier for any 
person or officer belonging to companies composed of Indians: 
therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Legislature of the State of Nebraska, 
That in view of the distressed condition of the family of said Ca 
tain James Murie, and his total incapacity to support them, we do 
most earnestly request our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress, to use their influence to obtain such relief as they may deem 
just and proper, for the family of the said Captain James Murie, Co. 
A., Pawnee Scouts, and that a certified copy of this resolution be 
sent to our Senators and Representatives in Congress.

Acts,” and be conducive to the material prosperity of the entire 
country. It would hasten the development of the agricultural 
resources and capacities of that section known as “ Western Ne- 
braska.” Many thousands are emigrating to this section of our 
State. 

These emigrants are at a heavy expense in locating and selecting 
their lands, and then returning to the Land Office at Lincoln to 


make their filings and secure their claims. All this expense would’

whose means are limited, and who have to rely for support for them- 
selves and families upon the brawny arms and hadani muscles 
with which a bountiful God has blessed them, and are consequently 
driven to seek homes in remote settlements, where facilities for the 
education of their children do not in many instances exist, or are 
grossly inadequate. 

Your memorialists further state, that while we feel duly grateful 
to the general government for her munificent donation of lands for 
common school purposes, a very large proportion of said lands are 
in portions of our State yet unsettled, or sparsely populated, and will 
in consequence remain unsalable for many years. 

That lands donated to us by the general government for works of 
internal improvement, have been applied to relieve our most press- 
ing wants, to-wit: the erection of bridges and the construction of 
thoroughfares, essential to our interests as a stock-growing and agri- 
cultural people. . 

That our people, hailing as they do from every portion of the 
United States, and, indeed, of the world, take a deep interest in the 
cause of education. 

That the Legislature has, to that end, at a heavy expense, estab- 
lished our Normal School, and support the same at the cost of an 
onerous tax upon the people, for the purpose of educating teachers; 
and though said Normal School is now rendering highly gratifying 
evidence of its success, fully up to the advanced system of instruc- 
tion now recommended by the best educators of the country, it falls 
far short of supplying the growing demands of our vigorous young 
State. 

We would, therefore, in order to relieve ourselves to some extent 
from our present burthens, ask Congress to donate to the State for 
the endowment of the present Normal School, thirteen thousand 
acres of the public domain, and for the endowment of three other 
Normal Schools to be hereafter established, seventy-five thousand 
acres, on such terms and conditions as they may deem proper. 

Therefore, resolved, That our Senators in Congress be instructed, 
and our Representatives therein requested, to use all honorahle 
means to obtain from the general government, about or near, one 
hundred thousand acres of She public lands, for the endowment of 
the present State Normal School, and of three additional Normal 
Schools, to be hereafter established, as the Legislature may direct.
